The  eliicl's  of  llic  li(\iliK 
hllllilsclieolllllel'cil  were  generally  a|i|icascil, 
anil  llieir  aiiparcnl  <;iiimI-\\  ill  ;;aineil  liy 
in'cscnts  III' aiiiniiiiiiliiin,  I'linil,  anil  trinkets. 
Heinle  the  ciiil  of  I  heir  .jiiMliiey,  however, 
the  Iniliaiis  sneeceilcil  in  stealing  a  part  of 
llieir  eoiikin;;  utensils  ami  pro\isii>ns.  The 
inailci|nate  nniiilier  of  laits,  heavily  laden 
as  they  were  with  their  clfeels.  pIcMiileil 
any  c\cept  the  ohlcr  ehililren  from  riilin^. 
anil  ol'icii  a  inoiher  wonlil  walk  twcnl;. 
miles  ill  a  day  with  a  liahc  in  her  anus. 
The  men  were  all  armed,  and  acted  as  an 
escort  to  the  train.  After  a  lon;i  and  at 
limes  perilous  joiiriiey  of  Kin  miles,  they 
reaeheil  |,;ike  Traverse,  and  went  into  camp, 
the  earls  retiiriiiii;;  with  the  men  to  whom 
they  licloiified.  I'rcparaliiiiis  were  at  once 
lie;;illl  to  descend  I  he  SI.  I'der's  K'iver. 
( 'otioil  wood-trees  were  felled, and  caiioesor 
'■diiy;-oiits"'  were  made,  one  for  every  two 
adults  of  the  parly.  The  work  was  slow 
and  iliDicnll   fur  the  want  of  proper  tools. 

Hein;;  in  a  country  tliron<^li  which  roai I 

hiinliii;;  parlies  of  nnfriciidly  and  lhievin<; 
Indians,  it  was  necessary  to  keep  a  <;nard 
over  tiic  camp  at  ni^ht.  That  duly  de- 
volved on  the  woiiicn,  for  the  men  needed 
the  sleep  of  iiinht  \\\  order  l.t  lie  ahic  to 
work  liy  day  on  the  canoes.  .\ii  old  liidv, 
now  in  her  se\  enty-nini  h  year,  and  I  he  only 
surviving;  memlier  of  the  colony,  who  was 
Iwcnty  years  of  iij;i'  or  more  al  the  lime  of 

the  depart  lire  of  tin Imiy  from  Swit/.cr- 

hiiid,  told  the  w  riler  mil  lonn;  since,  with  I'V- 
idcnl  pride,  that  she  had  more  than  once 
stood  Miiiird  over  that  little  camp,  armed 
with  a  ;iiiii.  from  nin"  o'clock  at  iii;:ht  nntil 
sunrise  the  next  niornin;;.  The  canoes  ha v- 
inji  lii'eii  linisheil,  the  parly  laniichcd  them, 
and  heailin;;;  them  down  the  slrcain.  tloal- 
ed  with  the  cnrrcnt  the  ciealcr  part  of  the 
lime.  The  river,  as  is  usual  at  that  season 
of  the  year,  W!is  low,  and  some  )iorlii>ns  of 
it  lilled  with  shoals  and  sand-liars,  over 
which  they  were  often  coiiipclled  to  diii;t 
their  lieav.N  -laden  er;it'ts. 

.\lioiit  the  middle  of  the  month  of  Sep- 
teiiiher  they  arrived  at  Tort  St.  Anihony, 
and  were  kindly  received  liv  the  olliccrs  of

Mr.  .Mi>- 
nier.  I  he  senior  of  t  he  pai'iy  in  :i>;<-.  |.-ll  sick 
and  died,  iiml  was  Iniried  near  i'r.iirie  dii 
Chicn,  and  soon  after  his  eldi-oi  ijan^liter 
folliiwcil  him.  Itefore  rcac|iiii|f  |{ih  U  NIaiiil. 
.Mr.  Clict  lain  hccaiiie  ddirioiio  niili  fe\i'r. 
and  it  was  decided  to  lea\e  liim  niili  IiIh 
wife  and  child  at  I'ort  .\iiii'>tr<iii',:.  nhere  lie 
was  placed  in  the  pnst  h<»pil:il.  ami  eared 
for  with  Kindness  ,'inil  skill.  The  re»i  |irii- 
cccdcd  on  their  w  a\ .  reaching:  .*>l.

I.onis.  then  a  city  of  *'iINiii  iiilialtiiants.  tliey 
were  welcomed  and  hospjiaMy  Irealeil  liy 
llic  ('honlcans,  Sonlards.  and  <>ratii>lt  Ohe 
latter  of  Framo-.'sw  iss  nri^^in  i.  and  othei 
Krcncli-spcakin;;  lili/.ens.  ulm  li;i<|  iM-eoine 
familiar  wiih  their  pcenli;ir  lii>i<>ry.  Tlie 
;:i'e,'itcr  part  of  the  emi^^ranlo  lea-M-d  lainN 
near  the  city  and  cnlti\aleit  tliein.  Tlie\ 
proved  indiislrioiis.  teiii|M  rale,  ami  ihriflN 
citi/eiis.  The  climale  of  that  re:;iMii,  li«>w - 
ever,  w;is  evidently  iinfaxoraliU-  for  ilw-iii. 
and  the  lar;icr  part  fell  sick.  Tlie  pr<«es,» 
of  aceliniaii/.ation  was  kIom-  and  diltieiill. 
and  liy  the  end  nt'  the  seemid  oiiiiiiiter  most 
of  ilicin  decided  to  remove  to  a  eooler  and 
more  healthfnl  climale.
